Mrs. Anna Cordes of 2517 Farrar street, 
transforming herself from a housewife 
to a relentless detective, followed the 
trail of the man who, she believed, mur- 
dered her 16-year-old son, William Cor- 
des, and after four months of tireless 
pursuit, she has landed Charles Paschal!

Depew Takes Shot at Leaders and 
Says Legislators Will Elect 


Senator Without Dictation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Elihu Root 
today announced that he will accept the 
New York Senatorship if elected. The 
announcement was made after the con- 
ference last night between President 
Roosevelt, President-elect Taft and Sec- 
retary Root. 

When Senator Depew of New York, 
an early caller, left the White House 
today he made some pointed utterances 
on the senatorial situation in his State. 
He was asked if he had come to Wash- 
ington to see the men whom he had 
recently said were electing the next 
Senator from New York in Washington. 

“Well, the man who thinks he is 
electing the Senator from New York 
hag gone to Hot Springs,’’ said Mr. 
Depew, referring to National Commit- 
teeman William L. Ward of New York. 

“There. are three or four New York 
men who spend much of their time 
Gown here telling the President who 
shall be appointed Ambassadors abroad, 
irrespective of the New York. senators, 
and the rest of their time is devoted to 
electing our senators. 

“I desire to say that the next Legisla- 
ture will choose a Senator. The 21 
members who compose that body are 
able, representative men, who can neith- 
er be driven, hoodwinked nor bulldozed.”

Rice Is Denied Writ of 


Habeas Corpus. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The petition 
of Albert T. Patrick, the New York 
lawyer who is serving a life sentence 
at Sing Sing, for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, was denied today by the Supreme 
Court of. the United States. 

Patrick charged that the case against 
him was a conspiracy and urged that 
in commuting the sentence to death, 
which the Court imposed upon him, to 
Fone of life imprisonment, Gov. Higgins 
had resorted to a’ more cruel method of 
punishment. He asked to be released 
from prison on the theory that the 
whole proceedings had been unconsti- 
tutional and invalid. The decision of 
the Court was announcea by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller.

FROM UNCLE SAM 


Politician Hears He Is to Be 
Paid for Bonds Stolen 30 
Years Ago.

REWARD FOR KINDNESS 
Stranger St. Louisan Befriend- 
ed Sends Clipping Telling 
of Windfall. 





The kindness shown to a stranger 
from his home town by Sim Harris, for- 
mer secretary of the Missouri League 
of Republican Clubs, may bring him a 
fortune. 

Gratitude impelled H. Keener of 1629 
Freeman avenue, Cincinnati, to write 
to Harris, telling him of the anxiety of 
Unele Sam to find a man of his name 
and send him a check for $22,000. 

According to a clipping from the Cin- 
cinnati Times-Star which Keener in- 
closes in the letter, Charles Treat, 
Treasurér of the United States, has 
asked the Cincinnati newspapers to aid 
him in finding Simeon Harris, whose 
name appears on the Government’s 
books as the holder of a block of Gov- 
ernment bonds which are now due for 
redemption. 

Bought Bonds in 1879, *¢ 

Harris, when he bought the bonds, 
nearly 30 years ago, the records show, 
lived at 30 West Seventh street, Cin- 
cinnati. According to a letter from Mr, 
Treat, the check for principal and in- 
terest is made out, but he cannot learn 
the whereabouts of the Simeon Harris 
who bought the bonds. 

But for his kindness to Keener, the 
St. Louis Sim Harris never would'have 
known that he was being sought. 
Keener reminds him of their meeting. 

A went to your office and introduced 
myself to you about three years ago,” 
he writes, and you told me.that you 
had lived in Cincinnati. I never forgot 
the way you treated me, so I thought 4 
would send you this clipping.” 

‘Those are my.bonds all right,’ said. 
Sim to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I 
bouglit $10,000 worth of them in Cincin- 
nati in 1879 when I was practicing law. 
I then lived at 395 West Seventh street, 


between Cutter and Lynn streets, 


Bonds tSolen From Safe. 

‘The bonds were registered, but before 
I had drawn my interest on them they 
were stolen from the safe in my office 
in the Masonic Temple while I was out 
at lunch one day. 

“T lived at the Seventh street address 
in Cincinnati until 1889, when I came to 
St. Louis. I had given up all hope of 
recovering the bonds, and apparently 
the Government could not find me when 
the interest payments were due. 

“T figure that counting the principal 
and 4 per cent interest for 30 years there 
is $22,000 coming to me.”

S INDICTED Oh 
THEFT CHARGE 


Daughter’s Heroic Efforts Fail 
to Keep Madison Man 
From Court. 


IS OUT ON $1000 BOND 


Accused Man’s Brother, Ex- 
Senator, Served Sentence 
in Missouri Jail.

The skill and ingenuity displayed by 
Miss Roxie Burton of Madison, who 
made a heroic effort to keep the Tri- 
City State Bank of Madison from Cclos- 
ing last spring, will not avail to save 
her father from criminal prosecution. 

Her father, C. W. Burton, former 
cashier of the bank, went to Edwards- 
ville Monday morning and gave bond in 
the sum of $1000 to answer an indictment 
charging embezzlement found ayainst 
him by the grand jury of Madison 
County. The indictment had been kept 
a secret till bond was made. 

Burton its a brother of former United 
States Senator Joseph Ralph Burton of 
Kansas. The former Senator, who 
served six months in the Iron County 
Jail for practicing law before a Govern- 
ment department while he was in the 
Senate, went to Madison and offered to 
help his brother when the bank closed. 

The closing of the Tri-City State Bank 
in the latter part of February caused 
considerable comment on both sides of 
the river, to a great extent because of 
the quick-witted conduct of the cash- 
ier’s pretty daughter and the charge he 
made that the bank’s difficulties were 
an outgrowth of the local option fight 
in Madison. : 

The witnesses named on the back of 
the indictment are Dr, C., R. Kiser, 
president of the bank, and J. C. Hinde, 
O. 8. Schooley, Henry Meineke and 
George R. Coudy, officera and directors. 
The amount named in the embezzlement 
charge is $4384.61. 

The indictment does not specify how 
the alleged embezzlement was commit- 
ted, but it was common talk in Madison, 
following the closing and investigation 
of the bank, that Burton's personal ac- 
counts had been scrutinized, particular- 
ly following the receipt of information 
by the directors that he had purchased 
some rea] estate in St. Louis. 


Failed to Get Assistance, 
The affairs of. the bank were onthe 


down grade in February. Burton came 
across the river and tried to raise 
money in St. Louis to tide the institu- 
tion over. He failed to get the cash. 

The State Auditor of Illinois then 
called for a statement of the bank's 
condition. Miss Rurton, who was as- 
sistant cashier, with the help of a wom- 
an bookkeeper, made out the state- 
ment. It was unfavorable to the bank. 

That afternoon two of the bank’s 
heaviest depositors called for their 
money. It is the custom of most banks 
in the tri-cities to keep open until late 
in the afternoon, but the supply of. cash 
in the vault presided over by Miss Bur- 
ton was very slender. She looked up 
at the clock. The hands pointed to 3. 

“I can cash no checks,” she said. “It 
is after hours.” 

Then she closed the bank door and 
pulled down the shades, informing the 
directors by telephone of the situation. 
The directors met and, over the young 
woman’s protest, voted to close the 
bank. She declared that she had checks 
in the bank which would replenish the 
supply of cash. 

When the bank was closed she went 
home te nurse her father, who was re- 
ported in a state of nervous ‘collapse. 
A few days before the bank closed he 
had been seen in Madison saloons. 

The bank reopened after a time, but 
Burton no longer was cashier: He said 
at the time the bank was under investi- 
gation: 

“Political conditions in Madison are 
responsible for the bank’s closing. It 
is the only case on record I know of 
where a fight between local option and 
the open policy has caused a bank to 
shut its doors. The president of the 
bank and one or twe stockholders signed 
the local option petition. The liquor men 
then withdrew their deposits and that 
crippled us. The effect of the panic 
was felt also. 

“Verbal charges have been made 
against me. But they amount to noth- 
ing and will be cleared up easily. I am 
under heavy bond as cashier.’’ 

No further action had been taken in 
the affair until the matter was taken 
up, very quietly, with the Edwardsville 
grand jury. The indictment came as a 
surprise to Burton’s friends.

Adjournment Until Tomorrow 
to Give State Time to 
File Affidavits. 





SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—Attorneys 
for Abe Ruef insist that because of the 
shooting of Francis J. Heney in the 
courtroom last Friday their client can- 
not get a fair trial in San Francisco. 
They filed an affidavit to that effect 
this morning when court convened, The 
affidavit was signed by Ruef, who 
asked that the case be transferred to 
some other county. 

Attorney Ach stated that if the mo- 
tion for a change of venue was denied 
he would ask for a continuance of 30 
days, and if both motions were denied 
he would ask for the dismissal] of the 
jury en the ground that the members 
had been unduly influenced by’ Friday’s 





“episode” in court. 
After the affidavit was filed, Court 








adjourned to tomorrow morning, in or- 
der to give the prosecution time to 
make counter affidavits. 

Ruef was brought to court from the 
Branch County Jail at Ingleside, several 
miles distant, in the steel-lined prison 
van, escorted by a troop of mounted 
police. When Fulton street was reached 
the dense crowd which blocked the ap- 
proach to the courtroom was parted 
by the police and the van driven to the 
edge of the sidewalk. Closely followed 
by officers and detectives, the defendant 
ascended the steps of the buildmg and 
quickly walked to the seat which he has 
occupied during the trial. 

In addition to the mounted police that 


accompanied the van, five uniformed po- | 


licemeéen and three deputy sheriffs were 
in the vehicle with Ruef. 


The bullet fired by Morris Haas at 
Mr. Heney was removed from the mus- 


cles of the lower left maxillary, where |- 


it was located by means of the X-ray 
at 10:30 this morning. The operation 
was successfully performed by Dr. Wal- 
lace I. Terry, chief surgeon of the Cen- 
tral Emergency Hospital. 


Mr. Heney bore the ordeal well and is 
reported to be resting quietly, showing 
no ill effects from the operation. He 
is practically out of danger now. 

The suicide of the assassin has prac- 
ticdlly ended the hope of learning if he 
had any accomplices or if he acted on 
hig own initiative in shooting Heney. He 
was a close associate of men identified 
with Ruef and several weeks has been 
seen frequently in the company of 
Ruef’s employes, “Billy” and “Dick” 
Knox, Harry tikes and Ruef'’s chauf-

Mary Mueller last October explained her 
action in regard to the $11,000 transac- 
tion by saying that, while she gave her 
husband to understand she would not 
appear in the divorce suit, she did not 
make so solemn a promise as the one 
he made her at the time of their mar- 
riage.

Former Austrian Soldier Sur- 
renders After Long, Losing 
Battle With Penury.

After six months of careful thought 
as to the right of a man to take his 
own lHfe when it became a burden to 
himself and the public, Adolph Wilder, 
an Austrian, and one of the guardsmen 
for Maxmilian, who was dethroned in 
Mexico, took his life one week from the 
day he came to that conclusion. He 
was found dead in a room in the Broad- 
way Lodging House, 419 Wash atreet, at 
9 o’clock Sunday night, by Felix Strat- 
ton, the clerk, and at his side was an 
empty bottle that had contained car- 
bolic acid. : 

Last Sunday he confided his troubles 
to hig only friend in St. Louis, E. Hem- 
mann, 753 South Third street, saying he 
would kill Himself before the week was 
out. He kept his word. 

He left a letter for Hemmann which 
contained a key to a valise which he 
had at his friend’s houge, his knife and 
a pair of glasses, and* another letter 
to Felix Stratton, in ‘which he said: 

‘Dear Felix—I am sicx and tired. I 
want a good rest forever. I have been 
in this country 40 years, working all the 
time, and have nothing. That’s enough. 
I can’t put on a clean shirt any more 
than a child 2 years old. Wilder is not 
my real name. I took that name from, 
another man who died 40 years ago, 
It’s all the same. 

“PETER ZAPPEL or ZEPPLIN.” 


Dependent Upon Charity, 

For the past seven years he had 
worked intermittently for M. Kratz, who 
owns a French restaurant at Sixth and 
Morgan streets, but recently he had 
been too ill to work and had subsisted 
upon the charity of former fellow wait- 
ers. 

“Since last summer Adolph, which was 
the name Wilder or Zepplin was known 
by, has tereatened to kill himself,” said 
B®. Hemmann to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er when informed that Wilder was dead. | 

“Last Sunday he came to see me and 
said he would die before the week was 
out. I tried to get him to take a more 
cheerful view of life, but he would not. 
He said that he was old and poor and 
sick and had no relatives or friends 
who were under Obligations to help him. 
He felt that he had wasted his life. 

“Last summer he brought “himself 
down by not eating. All he would take 
was buttermilk. He often asked me if 
I thought a man had a right to kill 
himself when he was ‘played out.” He 
was 64 years old and sick; and consid- 
ered himself 4 burden on the world:

When Policeman Klab- 
er tried to arrest Deckard he was shot 
dead, 

Deckard’s house was finally fired and 
he was burned to death. 





No Bones Broken in’ Man’s Jump 
From Third Story of 
Hospital. 

A leap from a third story window of 
the City Hospital while in a fit of de- 
lirium caused by lead poisoning killed 
Joseph ‘Strano early Sunday. When he 
sprang out of the window and fell 60 
feet to the ground there were no 
nurses or attendants in the ward. 

Strano was a lead worker, married 
and 48 years old. In his work he had 
been poisoned and when taken to the 
hospital Nov. 6 he was in an emaciated 
and aenemic condition. After his ar- 
rival he had several violent fits of de- 
lirlum; but according to Dr. Edward 
Witter of the hospital staff, who had 
been attending him, he seemed much 
improved.

Commandant Tatum Allows He’s 
No Policeman and Wants a 


Colonel’s Wages. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 16.—After 
burning in effigy at Camp Nemo, Col.’ 
Harvey Alexander, Assistant Adjutant- 
General of Tennessee, a number of of- 
ficers of the First Tennesse Regiment, 
on duty in the Reelfoot Lake region, 
during the recent night rider trouble, 
have declared they will resign if they 
do not receive regular army Wages in- 
stead of State pay. 

It is predicted that the regiment will 
be disbanded. Col. Tatum, commanding, 
is said to be one of the most deter- 
mined that army pay shall be allowed. 

He refused angrily, it is said, the 
State pay tendered him at Union City. 

*Do you reckon I am a policeman?”

“I will not accept a cent of 
pay unless we are given the amount 
we deserve, the same as that paid of- 
ficers in the regular army.” 

The State pay for a Colonel is about 
$3.50 per day, while the regular army 
pay is something like $11.20.

“Governor directs you State pay. If 
authority can be found, additional pay- 
ments will be made later.”

TO SON'S FUNERAL 


Death Caused by Vertigo After 
Two Days’ Vigil in 
Sick Room. 





ACTIVE IN POLITICS 





Had Been Blind Since Hard 
Battle in a Municipal 
Campaign. - 





When about to enter the carriage that 
was to take him to the funeral of his 
favorite son, John E. Hagerty, for many 
years a picturesque figure in St. Louis 
politics, dropped dead at the door of 
his home, 3725 Evans avenue, Sunday 
afternoon. The son, John E. Hagerty 
Jr., had been market master at Union 
Market for several years. 

Vertigo is given as the cause of his 
father’s death. For two nights he had 
sat at the bier of his dead son, refusing 
to take needed rest. He was 7l years 
old. Mr. Hagerty had been totally blind 
for 30 vears. 

This affliction followed a _ strenuous 
municipal campaign, ..1 which Mr. Ha- 
gerty was an active Democratic leader. 

He had held various offices under the 
city government. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the City School Board in 1868 and 
represented the old Eighth Ward three 
years in that body. In 1871 he was 
elected a member of the City Council 
and was re-elected in 1873, serving until 
1875. In 1872 he was made also Com- 
missioner of the Poor, holding that of- 
fice by appointment. 

From: the time he commanded a vote 
Mr. Hagerty took a prominent part in 
the councils of his party. He was known 
as a fluent talker and a man of wide 
versatility. 

Politics BHighted Life. 

He told often how politics had cast a 
blight on his whole :..e. He had spent 
days and nights working for the suc- 
cess of the Democratic ticket. The 
strain affected his right eye; a cataract 
developing, which destroyed his sight 
completely. 

Notwithstanding his misfortune, Mr. 
Hagerty continued in politics until 
nearly the close of, the Noonan admin- 
istration. When he retired, his son, 
James E. Hagerty, now dead, suc- 
ceeded his father as a Democratic lead- 
er, serving two terms in the House of 
Delegates. 

The elder Hagerty was seven years 
old when the family home was estab- 
lished in this city and as a boy he 
worked at whatever he could find to do, 
attending school at intervals and obtain- 
ing a fairly good English education. 
Hits father engaged in the fur business 
in 1845 as western agent for the Ameri- 
can Fur Co. 

At that early period the business was 
carried on in the. building which Mr. 
Hagerty occupied until recently at 944 
North Third street. 

Business Goes to Sons. 

The elder Hagerty conducted the busi- 
ness until 1861, when he turned it over 
to his sons, John EE. and Michael EB. 
Hagerty, who died in 1855. After that 
the establishment was conducted by 
John E. Hagerty until 1883,. when his 
son, James E., became a partner and 
the firm was — to John E. Ha- 
gerty & Son. 

Mr. Hagerty is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. Thomas W. Butler of Jerseyville, 
Ill., and two sons, William and — 
J. Hagerty.

REORGANIZING THE COUNCIL. 

Having a majority of one in the City Cuuncil, 
the Republicans could not resist the temptation 
to organize that body on partisan lines. There 
was no good reason for such action, and many 
sound arguments could have been made against 
it.

Crookes on Table Turning. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The writer of the Hannegan page in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch Magazine quotes Faraday’s opinion in 
which he tried to explain that the movement. of ta- 
bles apparently without human effort ts always the ef- 
fect of unconscious muscular action. Faraday as- 
serted ne table could move if the sitters’ hands were 
kept frem direct contact with its surface. Sir Wi- 
liam Crookes, as eminent a scientist as Faraday, 
says: “The instances in which heavy bodies, such as 
tables, chairs, sofas, etc., have been moved when the 
medium has not been touching them are very nu- 
merous. My own chair has been twisted partly round, 
while my feet were off the floor. * * * I have had 
severdl repetitions of the experiment considered by 
the committee of the Dialectical Society to be con- 
clusive, viz., the movement of a heavy table in full 
light, the chairs turned with their backs to the table 
about a foot off, and each person kyeeling on his 
chair with hards resting over the backs of the chairs, 
but not touching the table. On one occasion this teok 
place when I was moving about so as to see how 
everyone was placed.”

The United Railways Puzzle Cars. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch is on the right track and the 
efforts of the United Railways to force the puzzle 
cars on its patrons should be fought vigorously. 
The idea of comparing their use in St. Louis with 
New York and Chicago is ludicrous and shews how 
poorly informed the management is with conditions 
in these cities. In New York the bulk of the trans- 
portation business is handled by the Subway and 
elevated, while in vwhicago the elevated and steam 
roads take care of the larger portion of the traffic. 
It should also be remembered that in both of these 
Cities electric service has only recently superseded 
the antiquated horse and cable cars. It is certainly 
up to the people to elect, at the coming spring elec- 
tion of city officers, a set of officials who will 
pledge themselves to enact the necessary laws to 
force the railway company to furnish an adequate 
service and regulate both the running .time, routing 
of cars and equipment. If the city has the authority 
to compel the use of power brakes, fenders, the heat- 
ing of cars, etc., why not the type of cars also? 
When the P-A-Y-E cars were first installed on the 
Olive street line many more cars were operated than 
at present, and instead of having a half-minute 
schedule morning and evening it is nearly one min- 
ute between—and often longer—so that by the time 
the cars reach BHighteenth street it is next to impossi- 
ble to find even standing’room, though the front end 
of the car is not badly crowded. Conductors do not 
Insist on passengers moving up front—consequently 
the rear platform is a jam which the ladies—and 
few men—care to try forcing their way through.
